The flight was a complete surprise 


to everybody except the principal In 
the daring trip. Colonel Roosevelt was 
brought to the field at the head ot a 
great automobile parade In Governor 
Hadley's car.

driven onto the fleld and stopped in 
front of the grand stand within a few 
feet of the great white wings of the bi- 
plane.
